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Bishops' Gay Alliance 
wins outside support

Braving an onslaught of verbal abuse, a calm group 
of demonstrators protested yesterday the beating of a 
gay activist as well as the strong homophobic feelings 
running through the campus of Bishops University. 

Student government was aware of what the protest 



representatives and journalists 
from several Québec colleges 
and universities, including a 
significant McGill contingent, 
marched alongside Montréal 
and Lennoxville-based gay and 
lesbian organisations in the 
fifty-strong protest. 

The demonstration was held 
in reaction to the beating of 
Daron Westman, a staff 
member of Bishops student 
newspaper, The Campus and a 
member of the Bishops Gay 
Alliance. The beating took 
place Sunday after The Campus 
published a lesbian and gay sup- 
plement to their regular Friday 
issue. Westman has been 
physically attacked several 
times for his work in the gay 
movement. 

In addition to Westman's in- 
juries, Bob Palmer, The Cam- 
pus editor, and friend Stephanie 
Lindeburg, the Bishops year- 
book editor, both received un- 
signed hate letters. Lindeburg 
was not involved in production 
of the gay and lesbian supple- 
ment. 

"This is a small V (conser- 
vative) campus. Not everyone 



was about. There was definitely 
puzzlement about what was go- 
ing on. Once it became clear, 
this puzzlement turned to 
anger," said Palmer. 
• According to Westman, 
"This (the demonstration) is 
something Bishops has needed 
for a long time. Although there 
were people shouting 'fag* at 
us, there were a lot of people 
waving and applauding too. 

"I think gay students were 
encouraged by this show of sup- 
port. The heterosexual students 
who were angered by this action 
have learned a couple of things. 
They've learned that people will 
make the effort to come and 
support us. They've learned 
that they can't continue to op- 
press us without the world out- 
side taking notice," he con- 
tinued. 

Bishops Students Represen- 
tative Council (SRC) President 
Bill French felt * the 
demonstrators were trying to 
destroy social morality. "You 
want to eradicate all objective 
standards in society,": he told 
the demonstrators.

Zwicker: Media fuels arms race

Council holds non-binding referenda

Students' Council passed a 
motion at Wednesday's meeting 
to hold non-binding student 
v referenda concerning McGill's 
role in the provincial student 
' movement and proposed 
Students' Society fee increases. 

The referendum will be held 
in conjunction with Council 
elections' March 8th and 9th. 

Students' Society will ask 
students to approve joining 
l'Association nationale des étu- 
diantes du Québec (ANEQ) 
for a probationary membership 
in the 1983/84 year. The cost of 
a probationary membership is 
approximately SS,000 and will 
appear on the ballot. 

If Students' Society decides 
next year to become full 
members of ANEQ, another 
referendum will be held. 

Vice President External Bcn- 
jie Tristcr said, "I think ANEQ 
has the most possibilities for 
growth and unity in the student 
movement. Because there are 
more members in ANEQ than 



RAEU (le Regroupement des 
associations des étudiant(e)s 
universitaires), McGill's role in 
the Québec student movement 
will be stronger than it has been 
in the past. 

"ANEQ has 16 CEGEP 
members and three university 
members right now. Another 
three universities — McGill, 
Concordia and Bishops*— are 
holding student référendums to 
decide whether to join ANEQ. 

"The key part of the referen- 
da question is. that we're asking 
for probationary membership, 
because we feel strongly that 
there arc certain things we have 
to get accomplished to change 
ANEQ and the best way to do, 
this is by becoming a member," 
said Trister. 

Students* Society is also en- 
dorsing a proposal to increase 
student fees. The Society's ex- 
ecutive argues "inflation has 
had a direct and serious impact 
on the operations, services and 
programming of the Students' 
Society," therefore, "it is im- 



perative to secure the ongoing 
financial security of the Stu- 
dent's Society." 

The referendum question will 
ask student opinion on a fee in- 
crease of $4.85 per semester 
(from $16.15 to $2K00) tor 
undergraduate students, a $3.00 
per semester rise (from $10.00 
to $13.00) for graduate students 
and students in the faculties of 
Law, Dentistry, and Medicine 
and a fee hike of $2.00 per 
semester, (from $6.75 to $8.75) 
for part-time undergraduate 
students. 

Vice President Finance David 
Sinyard said, "It is important 
that we are able to maintain the 
current level of services. 
Students' Society dues support 
countless organisations, clubs, 
activities, services and facilities. 
If Students' Society doesn't 
receive a fee increase, it will. be 
next to impossible to maintain 
its current level of services." 

Another referendum question 
will ask students to reaffirm 
please turn to page 6 



at most, minimal. He cited 
several facts that have been 
obscured: 

•Military spending is actually 
inflationary. Billions of dollars 
are invested, but nothing is 
returned to stimulate other 
economic growth except an ar- 
mament supply that is soon ob- 
solete. 

•Any claims of job creation are 
dismissed with facts from the 
U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
$1 billion invested in the 
military would create 76,000 
jobs, while $1 billion in con- 
struction would create 100,000 
jobs and $1 billion in education 
would mean 187,000 jobs. 

"Through omission and 
minimalisation, the media has 
hidden the military arms race 
from us... very few of us actual- 
ly read, heard or saw the facts," 
he said. 

Zwicker uses the term 'media' 
to describe commercial daily

newspapers, T.V., and radio. 

He attributes the current 
press coverage of the cruise 
missile testing to public outcry 
which has forced the issue to 
become political. The media can 
no longer maintain the 'fun- 
damental cop-out' that the 
general public is apathetic about 
these issues. 

Even the supposedly 
reputable newspapers are not 
above criticism. 

"They are obviously better in 
informational density, but even 
the New York Times has been 
effectively involved in cover- 
ups," he said. 

Zwicker said the media is a 
conservative force whose in- 
terests lie in maintaining the 
status quo: /'What is, is good, 
because it is," he said. 

He satirised: 
• "We cannot pull out of Viet- 
nam because our troops are 
there, so we're committed." 
•"We have to accept cruise 
missile testing because we're in 
NATO, so we're obliged." 

Zwicker is adamant in his 
conviction that the media, par- 
ticularly the American press, 
reinforces the arms build-up by 
portraying the Russians as evil 
and bel i gèrent. Only occasional- 
ly does it present the arms race 
as two-sided with both super- 
powers equally to blame. 

But Zwicker does not support 
this view either. 

He said, "There is a fanatical 
hatred of Communism in 
America and a basic, almost 
religious, belief that 'Com- 
munists' arc bent on world 
domination."

In an interview with the Sher- 
brooke Record, French in- 
timated he felt Westman's in- 
juries were self-inflicted, 



possibly brought about by his 
overt gay activism. 

"He (French) is represen- 
tative of student opinion. 
Though only a small minority 
will act violently, most of the 
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students on this campus remain 
homophobic," said Westman. •■ 
Bishops Principal C. 
Nicholl, however, in an open 
letter to all students, denounced 
the attack and said "if evidence 
can be obtained, those responsi- 
ble will be prosecuted in the 
courts with the utmost vigour." 

As well, he promised to ex pell 
any student involved in the 
beating "on the grounds that 
they have infringed upon the 
academic freedom which is the 
birthright and the essential 
characteristic of the university 
community." 

The McGill Students' Society 
(MSS) unanimously passed a 
motion Wednesday denouncing 
the violence on Bishops cam- 
pus and called on the SRC "to 
address its responsibilites in 
preventing further outbreaks of 
such violence." . 

In the same motion the MSS 
defended The Campus's right 
"to editorial autonomy, as 



outlined under their constitu- 
tions." The SRC has started a 
process which, if completed, 
will result in the SRC having the 
authority to appoint The Cam- 
pus's editor through a Publica- 
tions Board. 

"The SRC is not acting in ac- 
cordance with its own constitu- 
tion. It requires that they 
safeguard the rights of all 
students, including the right to

Litton activist awaiting his trial

John Kinloch is waiting in 
Montréal for his March 4th trial 
date. 

One of two Concordia 
students arrested at the Remem- 
brance Day 1982 civil disobe- 
dience demonstration at Litton - 
Systems of Canada, Ltd. in 
Rexdale, Ontario, TCinloch at- 
tributes slow court process to 
the 16-day postponement of his 
hearing. He was supposed to 
stand before a Toronto Court 
yesterday. 

The trials of the 57 disarma- 
ment activists arrested at . Litton 
are on hold while their cases lay 

Screening

• . McGill's Student Health Cen- 
tre will soon sponsor a screening 
•clinic for Thalassemia and Tay- 
Sachs disease. The clinic is 
scheduled for March 2nd from 
•noon to 2 pm. 

The Centre's Dr. Harold Rich 
said, "We had a screening clinic 
last year and it's really impor- 
tant that students are informed 
on these diseases." 

Thalessemia is a group of 
heritable diseases • which can 
result in severe anemia. A child 
born with thalassemia major 
can expect a short life requiring 
frequent blood transfusions and 
will suffer from anemia as well 
as abnormal hemoglobin pro- 
duction, the oxygen-carrying 
pigment in red blood cells. 

Thalassemia occurs 
predominantly in two popula- 
tion groups. The first is largely 
among Mediterranean Greeks 
and Italians. The second is 
among Chinese, South East 
Asians and groups on the In- 
dian sub-continent. 

In order for a child to have 
thalassemia he or she must in-

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before the provincial Supreme ' 
courts. Charles Roach, lawyer 
for 35 of those, arrested, is seek- 
ing to have the present judge 
dismiss himself from the case. 

In November, kinloch 
remembered "walking out onto 
the street arid being grabbed." 
He guessed' the cops "figured I 
was a ring leader." 

350 officers were deployed to 
keep peace during the 
demonstration at the Litton 
plant that builds guidance 
systems for the Cruise missile. 

Kinloch left readily-with the 
police and was charged with 
"obstruction." Somewhere in 
the judicial process, the charge 
was changed to a more serious 
"resisting arrest," said Kinloch. 

He said his defence at the trial 
will appeal to a higher law than 
that of - the Ontario courts. 
Kinloch maintained he was try- 
ing to stop a greater crime from 
occuring. 
"They want to judge me by 
; the same law that permits Litton 
c to 'be an instrument of mass 



destruction," he said. 

The first demonstrator tried 
for participating in the Litton 
demonstration was found guilty 
of resisting arrest and faces a 
S150 fine or 30 days' in prison. 
His sentencing' carries a one- 
year probationary term and for- 
bids him from joining any pro- 
test for that time. 

Kinloch fears his non-violent 
opposition to the Cruise .missile 
may be associated with the 
earlier bombing of Litton In- 
dustries. The Vancouver Five, a 
group of activists arrested in 
British Columbia have been ac- 
cused of setting off the explo- 
sion at Litton in mid-October. 
He said he does not believe in 
violence to counter violence. 

Jonathan Downs of McGill 
-Ploughshares echoed Kinloch's 
statement on the legal system. 

"The trial is a trying of the 
law rather than people," said 
Downs. 

He also thought it unfair that 
Kinloch would not receive "a 
speedy trial."

The academic members of 
McGill's Faculty of Education 
demonstrated their solidarity 
with fellow educators on strike 
in Québec yesterday. 

At a faculty meeting members 
passed a motion condemning 
the provincial government for 
passing Bill 1 1 1 early yesterday 
morning. The law raises daily 
fines for strikers, union leaders 
and unions, cuts seniority for all 
strikers by three years for each 
day of a continued walk-out, 
imposes. arbitrary firings on all 
striking teachers and suspends 
the Canadian and Québec 
Charter of Rights. 

The Faculty of Education 
motion, which passed 
unanimously, read, "We.. .are 
deeply concerned with the un- 
just manner in which the 
Government of Québec has 
handled the current contractual 
dispute with members of the 
teaching profession. We are 
outraged at the vicious and 
brutal manner iwith which the 
Government is treating the 
teachers.. .through the introduc* 
tion of Bill 111. We note and 
deplore the fact that this legisla- 
tion is contrary to both the 
Canadian Constitution and the 
Québec Charter of Rights. 

"We urge the Government to 
resume meaningful negotiations 
with the teachers in order to 
reach a mutually satisfactory 
agreement," they concluded. 

Faculty members have not yet 
decided what action to take in 
light, of the motion; according 
to Professor Gordon Bennett, 
Chairperson of Early 
Childhood and Elementary 
Education. 

"I don't think we arc 
prepared specifically to ap- 
proach students because a 
response like this should come 
spontaneously from a group 
and not be induced," he said. 

He said the motion might be 
brought to Senate and the 
McGill Association of Universi- 
ty Teachers for approval. 
"I know some faculty

members have joined high 
school teachers in setting up a 
walk up and down the side-walk 
in front of school with signs. 
Under the new legislation I 
don't know if we're allowed to 
call them pickets,". Bennett ad- 
ded. 

In order to publicise the mo- 
tion each faculty member is be- 
ing asked to contribute $100 for 
media advertisement. Excess 
funds will be donated to a 
teachers' union. 

At a meeting yesterday, the 
Education Graduates' Society 
endorsed the motion passed by 
the academic staff. . 

McGill Students' Society 
passed a motion yesterday' 
almost identical to that passed 
by the Faculty of Education. 

"We are taking a lead in 
organising all Montréal univer- 
sities in protest and are planning 
a demonstration on February 
23 rd in Québec City in opposi- 
tion to Bill 105 and Bill 111. We 
are also providing free transpor- 
tation," said Vice President Ex- 
ternal Affairs Benjie Trister. 

Trister said if the Common 
Front strike's in March, the 
Society will ask the chairperson 
of all McGill departments to en- 
dorse a one-day walk-out in 
support of the workers. 

In another response to Bill 
1 1 1, the officers of the McGill 
Faculty Union (MFU) sent a 
telegram yesterday to the 
Fédération des associations des 
professeurs des universités du 
Québec (FAPUQ) and provin- 
cial premier René Levèsqiie ask- 
ing for assistance to striking 
teachers. 

MFU Vice President Internal 
J. C. Wcldon said, "FAPUQ is 
asked to assist teachers in every ' 
possible way especially by in- 
viting FAPUQ members to 
share in the picketing so that the 
teachers will not be left to de- 
fend civil liberties by 
themselves." 

"The general appeal from 
our association is to anyone 
with two legs who will help on 
the picket lines," he said. 

Tomorrow morning in Pare 
LaFontaine teachers and some 
students will demonstrate 
against Bill 111. 

At a meeting held at McGill 
late i last night representatives 
from 18 Montréal student 
associations passed a motion 
denouncing the implementation 
of Bill 111. They called 
unanimously for the withdrawal 
of the bill and a majority called 
for the "immediate retraction" 
of Bill 105. 

In the largest recent Mon"^ 
student movement caucus, 
representatives decided to hold 
a demonstration to support 
their motion on February 23rd 
at Square St. Louis. Protestors 
will march to the Ministry of 
Education and McGill represen- 
tatives volunteered to play a 
major role in the protest's 
organisation.

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Lennoxville 

It used to be happy here 

We used to like Lennoxville. 

In the peaceful Eastern Townships, with easy access to 
ski and other recreational centres, Lennoxville seemed the 
perfect place to get away from it all for a week-end. 

The community itself seemed tight-knit. People would 
meet people on the street and exchange greetings. Each 
member of the town appeared to have her or his special! 
place in the community. 

That Lennoxville was an illusion. 

Today, seated in the sheltered and homogeneous hills of the Townships, the 
community is scared of outsiders, of new ways of thought and of modern values. 

People who do not fit into their rustic pre-conccptions don't count. Further-' 
more, the community attempts to cleanse itself of those who don't fit into the' 
mold — refusing new viewpoints and differing lifestyles. . 

Last Friday The Campus, the Bishops student newspaper, published a gay and 
lesbian supplement to their regular edition. This is not unusual. At this year's na- 
tional conference of Canadian University Press (CUP), of which the Campus and 
the Daily are members, a motion was adopted unanimously calling on member 
papers to support gay and lesbian rights. Papers were called upon to aid in the 
fight against gay and lesbian oppression by making the community at large aware 
of their concerns. Following the Christmas conference many papers published a 
gay and lesbian issue to bring to the surface the concerns of this minority. 

Most newspapers experienced, at most, a mildly negative reaction to their 
issue. The Campus's supplement, however, received a violent and terrorising 
response. 

Daron Westman, a member of a local gay group, The Gay Students Alliance 
and an instrumental contributor to the Campus's supplement, was beaten with a 
hockey stick by three masked 'men' the Monday after the edition came out. 

This was not the first time Westman was attacked at Bishops. He has been 
physically assaulted three times because of his gay activism. 

Reconciling these incidents with our previous view of Lennoxville and Bishops 
University was impossible for us. Something was wrong. Our haven was nothing 
but a crock-pot of hatred and misunderstanding, spiced with generous amounts 
of paranoia and fear. 
, It was not so very long ago that this type of hatred killed millions of people in 
Europe. People kidded themselves into believing other segments of the popula- 
tion were immoral and below them. They imposed their contorted morality on 
these others, and murdered them. 

Today, while regreting the follies of the past, we blindly judge others with an 
equally twisted mentality. The results of this pink paranoia are clear from .the 
events at Bishops . Quring yesterday's demonstration against the beating and 
hate letters, scores of Bishop students openly opposed the protest. They were of- 
fended anyone could believe gays and lesbians should be granted human rights. 

This belief seems to be shared by the President of Bishops Students Represen- 
tivc Council (SRQ, Bill French. While confident he would protect a black person 
who was attacked, French refused to do anything about the attack on Westman. 
Furthermore, he seems to feel Westman brought the violence on himself by the 
simple act of being gay and proud of it. 

It is somewhat refreshing that both the McGill and Concordia student govern- 
ments have denounced the homophobic violence at Bishop's and have asked the 
SRC to live up to its responsibilities in preventing similar violence. 

Bishop's Principal C. Nicholl got into the act by denouncing the violence and 
promising to prosecute the offenders "with the utmost vigour". It is a sad com- 
mentary on a student government when the administration takes itr respon- 
sibilities to the students more seriously and with greater sympathy ( than it does. 
Such is the government the students of Bishops have elected themselves. 

It is pathetically amusing it is the prejudices of the young that are the most 
fossilised. Irrational paranoia is not the sole property of the senile.

Discussion on the issue of divestment 
abounds, from juvenile references in the 
McGill Tribune to controversial 
speakers. But where does McGill 
University officially stand? Next Mon- 
day, the McGill Board of Governors will 
meet to consider criteria to use in analyz- 
ing individual corporations' perfor- 
mance on this issue. 

What is divestment and how docs it 
apply? McGill has an endownment of 
. S 150 million and it has been estimated 
that at least S10 million of that is in- 
vested in South Africa. The UN and 
many other groups advocate' interna- 
tional divestment and sanctions as a 
"means of bringing pressure for change in 
apartheid. Many people argue higher 
learning institutions like McGill should 
be take not only a moral stand against 
Human oppression but also a concrete 
financial stand. 

In October 1979, the McGill Board of 
Governors responded to 



refining "the criteria and procedure to 
be followed in its analysis of corpora- 
tions involved in South Africa.": 
"a) Adherence to the Sullivan Principles 
or the Canadian government 
Protocol... b) There should be no direct 
loans or renewals of existing loans by 
financial institutions to the South 
African government or its agencies, c) 
There should be no sales or leasing of 
materials or services to the South 
African government or its agencies that 
could be used by them to aid directly in 
the enforcement of the apartheid 
policy." 



Then sparks began to fly. Board 
member Rowland Frazee of Royal 
Bank, explaining that perhaps he 
shouldn't vote because of conflict of in- 
terest, said that if those criteria were ap- 
plied to his bank, action on McGill's 
holdings could be recommended. Board 
student voting patterns on the motion were 



pressure by striking, in fine bureaucratic curious: all University student reps and 
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style, the Committee to Advise on Mat- 
ters of Social Responsibility. The Board 
subsequently accepted Committee 
recommendations and in Apring 1982 
divested a claimed SI million of stock 
from Shell and Mobil Oil Co.s. 

In May 1982, several Committee 
members resigned, some claim over the 
refusal of the Board to consider, in clos- 
ed session, recommendations of actions 
concerning the Bank of Montréal, Royal 
Bank, Alcan and other large interests 
with which McGill is closely linked. 

Since then, the Committee has ,met 
several times and at the January 17th, 
1983, Board meeting, presented a report 



academic and non-academic reps voted 
in support of the criteria; non-University 
Board members like Frazee, and others 
connected with business interests voted 
against the criteria and, since those in- 
terests out-number direct University 
representation on the Board, the criteria 
were sent back for further study. That's 
where things stand now.

Come to the Board meeting 
next Monday on the top floor of the Ad- 
ministration Building at 3 pm. Sec how 
your university works.

Arms (or Peace 

To the Daily: 

Ever since the decision to allow testing ol the Cruise 
Missile in Alberta was announced, there has been a 
backlash of public opinion against It and all nuclear 
weapons In the U.S. arsenal. 

This enlightenment on the part of the Canadian people 
is commendable and illustrates their resolve that the 
possible holocaust ol war must be avoided; thus non- 
proliferation ol nuclear weapons is essential to any 
lasting peace. 

However, with a high degree ol naïveté, Western 
peoples have condemned the U.S. decision to deploy 
the Pershing and Tomahawk Cruise Missiles in Western 
Europe. Granted, one can definitely appreciate the ap- 
prehension fell by interest groups such as the Greens, 
but the fact remains that the Soviets ahve a sizable ad- 
vantage over NATO forces in terms of convenltonal 
weapons, and with the present deployment of SS-20 
medium-range missiles, an even more precarious ad- 
vantage in nuclear warheads and delivery vehicles. In 
order to redress the imbalance brought about by the 
Soviets, the U.S. must equilibriate this Imbalance, or, 



at the very least, get the Soviets to disarm. 

The weapons that the Americans wish lo deploy are 
not. contrary to popular belief, first strike. The Cruise, 
in particular, has a maximum speed ot 1.000 K.P.H. 
where as a Soviet interceptor such as MiG-23 can go 
twice that speed. The Soviet's monitoring capabilities 
also will not allow the Cruise to 'sneak up' on Ihem as 
any launching would not go undetected. First-strike 
capability is not the Cruise's purpose nor can It be con- 
sidered as such. 

The danger ol world war is the direct cause of 
American and Soviet policies. One power cannot be 
blamed solely, but it must be remembered that negotia- 
tions on both sides should be an absolute priority and 
not just the disarmament ol U.S. weapon's systems. 
The MX and the Cruise have not yet been deployed 
luckily, but the Soviets' SS-20's have.

Review pinned

While it is amazing that a university newspaper would 
print an article ot such poor literary quality (Julian 
Samuel's, Hollywood meets Mahatma), it is in- 
conceivable that the Writer could completely distort, 
misrepresent and avoid alt the tacts. 

From the onset, Samuel obviously misunderstood 
Richard Attenborough's purpose in the making ol this 
film. It was not contrived as a lilm to suit the political 
purposes of either Indira Gandhi or the Indian peasan- 
try. Mohandas Gandhi was, to Attenborough, a personal 
hero. As Attenborough says. "Without exaggeration, it 
(Gandhi's biography) totally changed my lite. Since 
Ihen every career decision has been tempered by my 
love a! fair with this one project." 

Samuel's constant references to the present Indian 
government under the leadership of Indira Gandhi am, 
therefore, puzzling. II, as Samuel implies, the govern- 
ment wished to suppress political action among the 
"downtrodden". It is highly unlikely that they will pre- 
sent the story ol India's great saint. 

Although it will be impossible to elaborate on fallacies 
present in all but a few paragraphs, some key 
mi sconceptions must be pointed out. First and most im- 
portant, the obvious lack ol research Into the life ol 
Mahatma Gandhi. Those speeches preaching 
salyagraha or non-violence, termed by Samuel as 
"token priest-like sermons", succeeded in helping the 
Indian people far more than hall a century ol militant 
, uprisings. Gandhi's 'fasts unto death' may have been 
dramatic, but succeeded in stopping and preventing, 
until alter his death, religious battles. As for the un- 
touchables, Gandhi termed these people, with none of 
the sarcastic overtones Inferred by Samuel, "children 
ol God.''* His dream ol an egalitarian system may have 
been Idealistic but never "phony". 

Secondly. Samuel's interpretations ol the film "Gan- 
dhi", in the tew places he actually refers lo it, are also 
inaccurate. That which he terms "constant violin play- 
ing" is. in point ol tact, a sitar played by its famous ex- 
ponent Ravi Shankar. As lor the scenes ot Ihe Amrilsar 
massacre, in what other manner would Samuel prefer 
them to be presented? It was a British general's deci- 
sion to open lire on a defenseless Indian crowd, natural- 
ly the tone Is "anti-British"! Dyer's indictment definite- 
ly does not depict the British as sincere but ralher as a 
barbaric and inhumane colonial power. A final note, vis- 
a-vis the Nm: Attenborough had "Gandhi" translated 
painstakingly into Hindi, understood by approximately 
70% of the Indian population. 

The last point to which I take exception is Ihe obvious 
ethnocentric viewpoint taken by Julian Samuel. It is 
upon the propagation ol ignorance and false facts that 
the flames of racism leed. I'm sure all Indians and most 
others will agree with Einstein's statement, taken 
directly tram Ihe lilm. "Generations to come will scarce 
Mien that such a one as this ever in flesh and blood 
walked upon this earth."

herit an abnormal gene from- 
both parents. A child or adult 
having only one abnormal gene 
has thalassemia trait. About 
seven per cent of Greeks and 
three per cent of Italians in the 
Montréal area have thalassemia 
trait. The prevalence in other 
Mediterranean groups and the 
Asian population has not been 
clearly defined. 

Having thalassemia trait docs 
not alter the quality of life, but 
may result in a mild anemia 
which can be misinterpreted as 
iron deficiency unless the test 
for thalassemia trait is. done. 
The importance of discovering 
the trait is its genetic implica- 
tion. If both members of a cou- 



ple have the trait, their child has 
a 25 per cent chance of having 
thalassemia major. The screen- 
ing for thalassemia trait in- 
dicates if people are carriers or 
not. 

Negative tests assure people 
their children won't have this 
disease, while positive tests in- 
dicate people should want to 
know whether their mate has 
the trait to make childbirth deci- 
sions. ■ , 

Tay-Sachs disease is found 
predominantly in Ashkenazi 
(European) Jews. The disease 
carries severe cerebral degenera- 
tion beginning in the first mon- 
ths of life and resulting in death 
before age four. There is no 
treatment for it. Like 
thalassemia, both parents have 



to contribute an abnormal gene 
for the disease to occur. 

Having one abnormal gene 
has no adverse consequences. 
About three per cent of 
Ashkenazi Jews carry the gene. 
Carriers can be detected by do- 
ing a blood test to determine the 
level of hexosaminidase A 
which is the enzyme deficiency 
in Tay-Sachs disease. The im- 
plications of having a positive 
or negative screening test arc the 
same for Tay-Sachs as for 
thalassemia. 

■ For both Tay-Sachs disease 
and thalassemia, amniocentesis 
or fctoscopy is available early in 
pregnancy to detect an affected 
fetus. Depending on the results, 
an informed decision concern- 
ing abortion can be made.
